provide for the taking an Account of the Population of Ireland, and 
for the ascertaining the Increase or Diminution thereof;” and by an 
5 Act passed in the third year of the reign of King Geouge the Fourth, 
intituled, “ An Act to repeal so much of an .Act made in the fifty- 
fifth year of the reign of his late Majesty, for taking an Account of 
the Population of Ireland, as relates to certain Expenses to be 
incurred under the said Act;’ and by an Act passed in the first year 
10 of the reign of his late Majesty King Wilu.sm the Fourth, intituled, 
“ An Act to extend the Provisions of an Act of the fifty-fifth year of 
the reign of King Geohge the Third, to provide for the taking an 
Account of the Population of Ireland, and for ascertaining” the 
Increase or Diminution thereof,” certain provisions were made re- 
15 specting the manner in which such Account should be taken : And 
whereas it is expedient that an Account should now be taken of the 
Population of Ireland in a different manner ; 315© it tgttrfatr 
Chnattch, by The QDEEN’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
20 Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority 
of the same, THAT the said several Acts shall be and the same are 
hereby Repealed.

at the discretion of the said Justices before whom such complaint 
shall be so made. 

5 And be it Enacted, That the amount of such several forfeitures 
which may be received under this Act shall, if not immediately paid, 
be levied by warrant under the hands and seals of any Two Justices 
of the Peace of the county, addressed to one or more Sub-Inspectors 
of Constabulary of the county, in such manner as is directed by a 
10 certain Act passed in the first and second years of the reign of Her 
present Majesty, intituled, “An Act for the more effectual levying 
of Fines, Penalties, Issues, Deodands and Amerciaments, and of 
forfeited Recognizances estreated in Ireland, and for the Application 
and Distribution thereof;” and that the amount of such forfeitures," 
15 when so paid or levied, shall be forthwith remitted to the Paymaster 
of Civil Services in Ireland, and be by him paid, one-half to the 
informer, and the other half to the credit of and to be appropriated 
in the same manner as the surplus fund under the said Act. 

And be it Enacted, That the said several persons so appointed to 
20 take the said accounts, or to assist therein, shall certify the same 
upon solemn affirmation before any Two Justices of the Peace within 
the county, and shall transmit the same to the office of the Chief 
Secretary of the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Gover- 
nors of Ireland in such manner and within such time as the said 
25 Lord-Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors shall direct, 
and the same shall be digested and reduced into order by such 
persons as the Chief Secretary shall appoint for that purpose ; and 
that an abstract thereof shall be laid before both Houses of Parlia- 
ment within Twelve Months after the day on which the said account 
30 shall be taken, or (if Parliament be not then sitting) within the first 
Fourteen days of the Session next ensuing. 

And be it Enacted, That every solemn affirmation or declaration 
made or signed under the authority of this Act shall be of the same 
force and effect as if the person making such affirmation or declara- 
35 tion had taken an oath in the usual form ; so that if the person 
making such affirmation or declaration shall be convicted of having 
therein wilfully and falsely affirmed or declared any matter or thing, 
he shall be subject to the same pains, penalties and forfeitures to 
which persons convicted of wilful perjury are subject 

And be it Enacted, That this Act may be amended or repealed by 
any Act to be passed in this present Session of Parliament.
